In an in stan t the p lan e seemed 
to g o to p ieces. Badg er w.:^ p ick ed u p 
u n co n scio u s, b leedin g fro m half a do z 
en wo u n ds. 
E arl Ov in g to n , o n e o f the first to 
ru sh to his rescu e, carried him to an 
amb u lan ce. 
He 
declared 
Badg er’s 
b ack was b ro k en an d his death cer­ 
tain . Befo re the ex cited thro n g co u ld 
reach the dy in g av iato r, he had b een 
hu rried to an amb u lan ce an d tak en to 
St. Lu k e ho sp ital. He died b efo re the 
amb u lan ce co u ld reach its destin atio n .

3 00 feet in the air in a thrillin g b u t 
v ain attem p t at rescu e. Jo hn sto n e fell 
In to the w ater u n der liis mo n o p lan e 
an d was carried do wn u n dern eath his 
en g in e. A fleet o f mo to r b o ats to o k u p 
the search fo r his b o dy . The machin e 
had disap p eared. 
Ro b in so n declared he was within 3 00 
y ards o f Jo hn sto n e when the latter’s 
m o to r b lew u p an d fell thro u g h the 
b o tto m o f the machin e. 
Jo hn sto n e 
ju mp ed, he said, b u t the machin e fell 
o n to p o f him an d b o th man an d ma­ 
chin e san k . 
Ro b in so n thin k s Jo hn ­ 
sto n e may hav e b een b lo wm o u t o f his 
car when the ex p lo sio n o ccu rred. 
Jo hn sto n e was n o relatio n o f Ralp h 
Jo hn sto n e, who was k illed at Den v er 
last y ear. 
He was a Chicag o b o y an d 
a chu m o f W alter Bro o k in s, who fell 
in the field at almo st the same mo ­ 
m en t Jo hn sto n e’s machin e fell in to the 
lak e.

William Badg er was well k n o wn in 
Pittsb u rg .

W ashington, 
Au g. 
16. — President 
Taft sent to the hou se of representa­ 
tives his message vetoing the Flood 
joint resolu tion admitting Arizona and 
New Mexico to statehood. 
The presi­ 
dent b ases his veto solely on the sec­ 
tion of the Arizona constitu tion pro­ 
viding fcr the recall of the ju diciary . 
Mr. Taft, himself a memb er of the 
b ench, amply fu lfilled the expectation 
of his friends in denou ncing this prop­ 
osition in the strongest terms. 
Le­ 
galized terrorism " is the president’s 
characterization of the plan. 
"The character of ju dges wou ld de­ 
teriorate," said he, "to trim m ers and 
tim e servers and independent ju dicial 
action wou ld b e a thing of the past." 
Nearly every representative was in 
his seat when the message was read 
and all listened to it with the closest 
attention. 
The Democratic 
leaders 
wall prob ab ly m ake an effort to pass 
the statehood b ill in the hou se over 
the presidential veto, b u t they are not 
very ho peful of b eing ab le to get 
enou gh insu rgent Repu b licans to join 
with them and m ake the necessary 
two -thirds vote. 
It will b e impossib le 
to pass tlsje statehood b ill in the sen­ 
ate over trie president's veto. 
Shortly after the veto message was 
read in the hou se, Senator Smith of 
Michigan introdu ced in the senate a 
new statehood resolu tion, patterned 
after the one that the president has 
vetoed, except that it eliminates the 
recall of the ju diciary provision from 
the 
Arizona 
constitu tion. 
Senator 
Smith predicts that the resolu tion will 
pass and that the two states will b e 
admitted b y the president as soon as 
the ob jectionab le ju diciary recall sec­ 
tion is eliminated from the Arizona 
constitu tion. 
The senate agreed f 
the conference report on the wool b ill 
b y a vote of 38 to 28. The hou se hav 
ing previou sly agreed to the report, 
the b ill will go to the president an 1 
will u ndou b tedly b e retu rned to ecu 
gress with a veto message. 
In the cou rse of the deb ate that pre­ 
ceded the passing of the wool b ill Sen 
a tor La Follette b roke loose and d av 
ered the m ost viciou s speech he 3 
ever m ade on the floor of the sen .u 
H e practically accu sed ex-Senator .* 1- 
drich with b eing responsib le for th 
death of Senator Jonathan P. Doll I . r 
and, disregarding all forms of sena­ 
torial 
cou rtesy , 
attacked 
Senator- 
Smoot and Gu ggenheim to their face 
for daring to take part in the framing 
of tariff legislation in which they hav, 
a pecu niary interest.
